and if true, how they are being addressed 
by industiy and government.” 

Stelmach’s spokesman Jerry Bellikka 
says Cameron has asked to sit down with 


the premier while he is in 
the province. Bellikka says 
there are some scheduling is¬ 
sues, but Stelmach is going 
to tiy to make that work.

Nine 48-foot semi-trailers 
rolled into Edmonton’s 
Southside on Thursday to 
deliver roughly 500,000 
aluminum cans to the 
city’s recycling plant. 

The massive delivery — 
worth $50,000 — was 
made as part of the Alber¬ 
ta Cans for Kids project, 
in which people can drop 
off their empty pop cans 
at any bottle depot in Al¬ 
berta and have the pro¬ 
ceeds donated to the 
Stollery Children’s Hospi¬ 


tal in Edmonton. 

“We have 30,000- 
40,000 Albertans a day 
coming into bottle de¬ 
pots,” explained Jeff Lin¬ 
ton, Executive Director of 
the Alberta Bottle Depot 
Association. “So, if every 
one of those people do¬ 
nates just 1 container 
then we can raise $3,000 
or $4,000 for the Stollery 
every day. 

The goal of the Cans for 
Kids initiative is to raise 
at least $100,000 for the 


Stollery this year, Linton 
said, so the delivery of 
half a million cans 
marked the halfway point 
for the fundraiser. 

“Not only does it help 
the kids in the Stollery, 
but it’s an environmental 
issue as well.

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New book tells 
true story of 
horrific ordeal 


O 3,096 Days details author’s life in captivity O Author 
says she’s stung by ‘stupid jokes’ made in her presence 


Amid tight security and ap¬ 
plause, an Austrian kidnap 
victim presented a book 
about her eight-and-a-half- 
year ordeal Thursday, say¬ 
ing she wrote it to start a 
new life. 

Natascha Kampusch was 
abducted as a 10-year-old 
and held in an under- 
groimd cell in a Vienna sub¬ 
urb until she escaped in 
August 2006. Her captor, 
Wolfgang Priklopil, killed 
himself soon after she got 
away. The stoiy sent shock 
waves around the world. 

In the new account of 
her captivity, which is titled 
3,096 Days and went on 
sale earlier this week, the 
now 22-year-old says she 
was repeatedly beaten. 



starved and forced to do 
housework half-naked at 
the mercy of a paranoid 
man who admired Hitler 
and wanted her to call him 


“maestro” and “my lord.” 

“Enough time has passed 
... I just wanted to start a 
new life,” Kampusch told a 
large crowd crammed into 
a Vienna bookstore for the 
roughly one-hour event. 

As people young and old 
listened attentively and 
clapped, Kampusch read ex¬ 
cerpts depicting, among 
other things, her first day 
in the dungeon and her 
failed attempt — during a 
ski trip with her captor — 
to seek help from a woman 
in a public restroom. 

In a question-and- 
answer session, Kampusch 
said she was wounded by 
people who react negative¬ 
ly towards her.

O He says burning is ‘suspended’ 


An anti-Islamic preacher 
backed off burning the 
Qur’an — but then threat¬ 
ened to reconsider. 

The Rev. Terry Jones an¬ 
grily accused a Muslim 
leader of lying to him 
Thursday with a promise 
to move an Islamic centre 
and mosque away from 
New York’s Ground Zero. 

The imam planning the 
centre denied there was 
ever such a deal. 

Jones generated an in¬ 
ternational firestorm with 
his plan to burn the 
Qur’an on Saturday, the 
ninth anniversary of the 
Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 


Standing outside his 
Pentecostal church in 
Gainesville, Fla., alongside 
Imam Muhammad Musri, 
president of the Islamic So¬ 
ciety of Central Florida, 
Jones said he relented 
when Musri assured him 
the New York mosque will 
be moved. 

Later, after Musri and 
the leader of the New York 
mosque denied an agree¬ 
ment, Jones said Musri 
“clearly, clearly lied to us.” 

Jones said: “So as of 
right now, we are not can¬ 
celling the event, but 
we are suspending it.”

Videotron officially en¬ 
tered the Quebec mobile 
communications market 
yesterday amid much fan¬ 
fare from its own execu¬ 
tives, who suggested a 
price war is already being 
waged in the province by 
its competitors. 

As of yesterday, 
Videotron’s mobile service 
was operational in 100 mu¬ 
nicipalities, including the 
major cities of Montreal 
and Quebec. Additional 
markets, including some 


parts of eastern Ontario 
such as Ottawa, will be 
added over the coming 
months. The full rollout 
will be achieved by next 
year. 

The company’s entiy in¬ 
to Quebec’s mobile market 
has been perceived by 
some as a start to a price 
war among wireless carri¬ 
ers, particularly Bell and 
Rogers, which dominate 
most of the Quebec mar¬ 
ket. 

However, Videotron’s 


chief executive Robert De- 
patie said there is already a 
price war among providers 
and Videotron is more akin 
to better value and service. 

Videotron is offering a 
wireless phone plan for 
$32.95 for customers who 
also take home phone and 
basic TV and Internet serv¬ 
ices. But customers called 
“single players” who just 
take that wireless phone 
plan would end up paying 
$42.50 for it, Depatie said.

Incentives can’t last: Ford CEO 


Low fuel prices and big 
customer incentives have

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Awaiting jobs numbers 


O Economists expect improvement — but not by much 
O Jobless currently at about eight per cent 


Economists are expecting 
some positive news Friday 
morning when Statistics 
Canada issues its next re¬ 
port on unemployment, 
but they also caution that 
seasonal factors will likely 
skew the numbers. 

The consensus forecast 
ahead of the 7 a.m. Friday 
release of the monthly re¬ 
port is that about 30,000 
jobs were added to the 
Canadian economy in Au¬ 
gust, and many 
economists think the 
number could be consid¬ 
erably higher. 

But there’s a big catch 
to projections. The 
positive reading will be 


^ /Ogrowth in Cana¬ 
da’s economy in the 
second quarter this 
year; about one-third 
of the rate in the first 
quarter. 

mostly based on a techni¬ 
cal correction to the pre¬ 
vious month’s jobs survey 
that showed the seasonal 
disappearance of 65,000 
education jobs. 

“The normal pattern is 
to regain those jobs in the 
following month except 
for once when they were 
regained in September,” 
says Derek Holt, vice pres¬ 


ident of economics with 
Scotia Capital, who is call¬ 
ing for a 50,000 pick-up. 

The education losses re¬ 
ported in July contributed 
to a shocking 139,000 loss 
in full-time jobs in July, 
reversing a string of gains 
in employment. An 
increase in part-time 
work in July lessened the 
impact, reducing the net 
number of jobs lost to 
9,300 — still the first de¬ 
cline. 

The news on the Cana¬ 
dian economic front has 
been bleak ever since — 
much as it has 
throughout the rest of the 
world.

Environmentalists, politicians meet 


Afghanistan and the oil- 
sands were two topics that 
came up Thursday when 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper chatted with one 
of the most powerful law¬ 
makers in the United 
States. 

Harper and Nancy 
Pelosi, Speaker of the U.S. 
House of Representatives, 
discussed “a number of 
topics of mutual interest, 
including joint national se¬ 
curity interests in 


Afghanistan,” according to 
a statement from her of¬ 
fice. 

Pelosi also “emphasized 
the importance of intellec¬ 
tual property rights, trade 
and border security.” The 
two then discussed Pelosi’s 
recent meetings on “vari¬ 
ous energy security is¬ 
sues,” including the 
Alberta oilsands. 

Earlier in the day, envi¬ 
ronmental groups and 
First Nations urged Pelosi 


to use her country’s buy¬ 
ing power to demand 
cleaner oil from Canada. 

They told Pelosi and 
congressman Ed Markey 
that the United States can 
push the federal and Al¬ 
berta governments to take 
a tougher stance on the 
oilsands industry. 

“I think they under¬ 
stood veiy clearly what we 
were saying, that the cus¬ 
tomer is always right,” 
said Rick Smith, head of 


Environmental Defence. 

Chief Allan Adam of the 
Athabasca Chipewyan 
First Nation told Pelosi 
about health concerns in 
his tiny community on the 
Athabasca River in Alberta. 

A recent study linked 
oilsands facilities to high 
levels of lead, mercury and 
other heavy metals in the 
Athabasca River system. 

The Americans also met 
executives from the ener¬ 
gy industry and Hydro- 


Quebec president Thierry 
Vandal. The executives 
wouldn’t comment to re¬ 
porters outside the U.S. 
Embassy. 

The meetings with envi¬ 
ronmentalists and First 
Nations followed a 
Wednesday night dinner 
for Pelosi, Environment 
Minister Jim Prentice and 
the premiers of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Que¬ 
bec.

Here’s my 
solution. 

1 recycle and I compost. 

I don’t own a car. I 
work from home, 
which reduces my 
“carbon footprint.” 
And like many of you, I 
hope clean energies will 
soon power our 
economies. 

But let’s not kid 
ourselves. 

Nine-tenths of all the en¬ 
ergy we use is still 
produced from carbon- 
based sources like coal, oil 
and natural gas. 

Electricity can be 
produced from wind, but 
electricity plays only a 
small role in our 
transportation system. 
Denmark is thought of as a 
country that runs on wind 
turbines. Even in that 
country, though, hydrocar¬ 
bons account for nearly 48 
times as much energy as 
wind, according to the En¬ 
ergy Information Adminis¬ 
tration. 

Solar power is still far 
too expensive. It cost up to 
$0.20 to produce one kilo¬ 
watt-hour of electricity last 
year, whereas generating 


electricity with natural gas 
cost between $0.02 and 
$ 0 . 10 . 

Electric cars? Gasoline 
has from 50 to 80 times the 
energy density — energy 
per unit of volume — of 
the best available lithium- 
ion batteiy. Gasoline 
engines will continue to 
dominate the market for 
decades. 

The day renewable ener¬ 
gies will replace oil is still 
far away. 

But don’t despair. I have 
a solution to start helping 
the environment right 
away: the four-day 
workweek. One fewer day 
per week of traffic, lights, 
computers and elevators 
soaking up energy. 

But the economy sucks, 
you say. People are losing 
their job. And most Ganadi- 
an companies are small 
businesses — with fewer 
than 10 employees, it’s 
hard to do without one’s 
sole receptionist on 
Fridays. 

I hear you. So I thought 
of one group that could 
start the movement: politi¬ 
cians. 

They love to spend our 
money on laws, programs 
and subsidies that cater to 
interest groups. If

Imag¬ 
ine if they had had five! 

Golour me cjmical, but I 
believe that the less politi¬ 
cians work, the less 
damage they cause. 

We can act now for plan¬ 
et Earth. Let’s adopt the 
four-day work week for 
politicians. The 
environment — and your 
wallet — will feel better.

Scientists then showed 
the dancing avatars to 37 
women, who rated their 
skills on a scale of 1 to 7. 
According to the women, 
the best dancers were 
those who had a wide 
range of dance moves and 
focused on the head, neck 
and torso. 


Rufus Johnstone, a 
reader in the evolution of 
animal behaviour at Cam¬ 
bridge University, said 
there are similarities 
between animal mating 
rituals and what happens 
in modern dance clubs. 

“There are lots of cues 
females use when choos¬ 
ing a mate, like a peacock 
puffing out its tail,” he

There are music documen¬ 
taries that are all about the 
music — concert films that 
focus solely on the artistry 
and thrill of live perform¬ 
ance — and then there are 
juicy ones that are all 
about backstage ego and 
volatility. 

Fm Still Here, which fol¬ 
lows Joaquin Phoenix’s tu¬ 
multuous transformation 
from Oscar-nominated ac¬ 
tor to shaggy, doughy rap¬ 
per, would seem to fall 
into the latter categoiy — 
if it truly is a documentaiy, 
that is, and not an elabo¬ 
rate put-on. Here are some 
other examples of serious 
rock-star behaviour: 


Metallica: 

Some Kind of Monster 

A riveting look at a turbu¬ 
lent time in the monstrous¬ 
ly popular metal band’s 
history. You don’t have to 
be a Metallica fan to enjoy 
this movie (though there 
are plenty of recording ses¬ 
sions to watch if you are). 
Through the group’s brutal¬ 
ly honest therapy sessions, 
filmmakers Joe Berlinger 
and Bruce Sinofsky tell a 
story of loyalty, communi¬ 
cation, redemption and the 


The band’s re¬ 
action to the footage after¬ 
ward is chilling. 


Madonna: Truth or Dare 

A striking mix of black and 
white with bursts of colour 
during the concert scenes, 
which seems fitting for 
Madonna, given the dra¬ 
matically fluctuating im¬ 
ages of herself she presents 
to the world. Director Alek 
Keshishian follows Madon¬ 
na on her grueling 1990 
Blond Ambition tour and 
provides many of the mo¬ 
ments we’ve come to asso¬ 
ciate with the pop star: the 
pre-show prayer circles, 
the sex games with her 
dancers, the backstage 
dissing of Kevin Costner. 
She’s always fully aware 
she’s being filmed, of 
course — don’t kid your¬ 
self that you’re seeing the 
“real” Madonna. As “her¬ 
self,” though, she certainly 
gives a better performance 
than she did in Swept 
Away. And if it doesn’t 
happen on camera for 
Madonna, as Warren Beat¬ 
ty astutely observes, it may 
as well not happen at all.

Bob Dylan: 

Don’t Look Back 

A classic from legendary 
documentarian D.A. Pen- 
nebaker, this behind-the- 
scenes look at the 
23-year-old Dylan set the 
standard for this kind of 
film. It’s got all that fa¬ 
mous imagery: the black- 
and-white verite 

photography, Dylan stand¬ 
ing there tossing away cue 
cards with the lyrics to 
Subterranean Homesick 
Blues. All impish charisma 
and childish impulse, Dy¬ 
lan tours England in 1965 
with Joan Baez and Dono¬ 


van, tussles with reporters 
and forges one of the 
many facets of his persona 
we’d come to know, or at 
least think we know. Walk 
Hard: The Dewey Cox Sto- 
ly parodies this time in Dy¬ 
lan’s life with dead-on 
hilarity. 

I Am Trying to 
Break Your Heart 

Visually similar to Don’t 
Look Back with its grainy, 
black-and-white cine¬ 
matography, this docu¬ 
mentary began life as an 
up-close depiction of the 
Chicago band Wilco as it 
stood on the brink of star¬ 
dom. It ended up being an 
indictment of the corpora¬ 
tions that run the record¬ 
ing industiy. Led by 
singer-songwriter Jeff 
Tweedy, the band records 
its fourth album, Yankee 
Hotel Foxtrot, only to 
reach an impasse with the 
label over its content. Frus¬ 
trations lead to infighting. 
But director Sam Jones’ 
film also functions beauti¬ 
fully in its performance 
scenes, whether in the in¬ 
timacy of rehearsal or on 
stage, where Wilco enjoys 
a cult-like fan following. 


challenges that come with 
continuing a career in your 
40s. The members of 
Metallica fight, record 
their album St. Anger, 
fight some more, and 
eventually find some kind 
of peace. The film is so 
nonjudgmental — and of¬ 
ten so insightful — it nev¬ 
er falls into Spinal 
Tap-style parody. 

Gimme Shelter 

Another classic from an¬ 
other legendary documen¬ 
tarian, Albert Maysles. 
Here, the volatility doesn’t 
just exist backstage, it per¬ 
meates eveiy scene, 
swelling as the film leads 
up to its explosive climax: 
the Rolling Stones’ concert 
at Altamont, where a clash 
between Hell’s Angels and 
fans results in death. 
Maysles follows the band’s 
1969 tour, and the feeling 
of dread is inescapable; the 
fact that we know what’s 
coming at the end in no 
way depletes it of its sus¬ 
pense. Mick Jagger tries to 
quell tensions from the 
stage, but even being a 
sexy and charming rock 
star does no good in a vio¬ 
lent crowd of hundreds of

much. That was really our 
goal. After seeing Quaran¬ 
tine, I said I wanted that 
level of fun ride to Devil.” 

Devil will be the first in a 
planned series of films 


called The Night Chroni¬ 
cles, in which other direc¬ 
tors and screenwriters will 
work with story outlines 
provided by Shyamalan. 
“I’m always choosing one 
(idea) over the other for my¬ 
self to make, but I really 


want to tell these stories, so 
I thought, ‘Let’s go out and 
get some great filmmakers 
to help,”’ he explains.

“Jack Rebney is like a jazz 
musician with his swear 
words, he uses them so elo¬ 
quently,” laughs produc¬ 
er/director Ben Steinbauer 
about the subject of his lat¬ 
est documentary Winneba¬ 
go Man. 

Steinbauer doesn’t jest. 
80 year-old Jack Rebney 
gives the term “coarse lan¬ 
guage” new meaning. He’s 
one of the world’s most 
popular anti-celebrities 
thanks to a leaked series of 
expletive-laden snippets 
culled from an industiy 
video he starred in for an 
R/V company some 20 
years ago. In these deleted 
clips, the camera captures 
Rebney’s worst possible 
day: forgotten lines, pesky 
flies and an endless stream 
of cursing that would 
make a sailor blush. 

Over the years, VHS 
copies of said outtakes gen¬ 
erated a cult following 
around the globe, eventual¬ 
ly earning Rebney the epi¬ 
thets “Winnebago Man” 
and “The Angriest Man On 
Earth.” With the advent of 
internet video, Rebney’s 
tirades became one of the 
world’s most-watched viral 
clips, prodding Steinbauer 
to track down the inadver¬ 
tent celebrity.

bauer relates his infatua¬ 
tion with the bootleg cas¬ 
sette, his hunt for Rebney

and the eventual realiza¬ 
tion that Rebney earned 
renown as an eccentric, 
hot-tempered sort for a rea¬ 
son. 

The movie shows how 
life makes some odd twists 
and turns; pushes realiza¬ 
tion that time doesn’t al¬ 
ways forget. Yet why would 
a self-proclaimed hermit 
agree to be subjected to 
such scrutiny? 

“Authenticity,” Rebney 
waxes poetically. “Films to¬ 
day are vicious. It’s de 
rigeur to hurt other peo¬ 
ple. I’m not hurting any¬ 
body. It’s just me sa 5 dng, 
‘God, am I f**king this up.’ 
When people saw the film, 
some were laughing, some 
were ciying. Many said 
they felt like they really 
knew me.

Music videos make a 
comeback on the Web 


O Music blogs and social media help spread word about innovative videos 


It wasn’t long ago that the 
music video was on life 
support. 

MTV — which will hold 
its 27th annual Video Mu¬ 
sic Awards on Sunday — 
phased out videos in favour 
of reality programming 
and other shows that at¬ 
tracted better ratings. At 
the same time, the music 
industry was collapsing 
and slashed budgets no 
longer had room for elabo¬ 
rate clips. 

But recently, the music 
video has had a revival. 
Watching music videos has 
become a central aspect of 
Internet usage. Music blogs 
and social media have 
greased the channels, facih- 
tating the quick, easy 
spreading of videos, espe¬ 
cially those with arresting 
or controversial visuals. 
People even buy clips on 
iTunes. 

Lady Gaga and Beyonce 
go on a scantily clad mur¬ 
derous rampage with the 
nearly 10-minute Tele¬ 
phone; MGMT wanders 
through the desert with a 
digitally created creature in 
Congratulation”; Eiykah 
Badu strips while strolling 
the path of President John 
Kennedy assassination in 
Window Seat; MIA depicts 
a war on terror against red¬ 
heads in Bom Free. 

All of these videos ex¬ 
ploded on the Internet and 
became water-cooler mo¬ 
ments. Gee Lo’s recent and 
unprintable hit (titled For¬ 
get You for radio) went vi¬ 
ral with a video of only its 
lyrics. And Beyonce’s Single 
Ladies (Put A Ring On It) be¬ 
came so iconic is spawned 
countless imitators and 
even had then President- 
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elect Barack Obama imitat¬ 
ing the hand choreography. 

“We’re entering another 
golden era for music 
videos,” says Saul Auster- 
litz, the author of “Money 
for Nothing: A History of 
the Music Video from the 
Beatles to the White 
Stripes.” 

“They’ve become part of 
the cultural discourse again 
in a way that’s reminiscent 
of the heyday of the music 
video, from the early ‘80s 
to the mid ‘90s.” 

Today’s audiences can be 
enormous. Shakira, who 


last year debuted a music 
video on Facebook, was 
“blown away” when her 
video for the official song 
of the World Cup, Waka 
Waka (This One’s for 
Africa) — a colorful mix of 
dancing and soccer star 
cameos — was nearing 100 
million views on YouTube. 

“It can take on a life of 
its own onhne,” says Shaki¬ 
ra. “And it inspires us 
artists to be even more cre¬ 
ative. With access to so 
many videos, we need to 
challenge ourselves to sur¬ 
prise our fans.” 


The video, which was 
distributed by the music 
video and five music web¬ 
site Vevo, has gone on to be 
watched by more than 173 
million people, good 
enough for the fourth 
most-viewed video ever on 
YouTube. 

“If it wasn’t for YouTube, 
the online video space 
would not be where it is to¬ 
day,” says David Kohl, exec¬ 
utive vice-president of sales 
and customer operations at 
the Sony and Universal co¬ 
owned Vevo.

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Britney Spears 
fights abuse claims 

O Pop singer denies allegations of harassment, abuse by bodyguard

Federline has custody 
of the former couple’s 
sons, but Spears has 
substantial visitation 
with the boys. 

Spears remains un¬ 
der a court-ordered 
conservatorship in 
which her personal 
and financial affairs 
are controlled by her 
father and an attorney, 
and monitored by a 
judge. The 
conservatorship has 
prevented Spears from 
being deposed or testi¬ 
fying during previous 
cases in which she was 
sued. 

Despite a high-pro¬ 
file custody battle, 
Spears and Federline 
reached an agreement 
in 2008 and neither 
side has sought 
changes to the custody 
arrangement in nearly 
a year, court records 
show.

Britney Spears denied a 
bodyguard’s accusations 
that she sexually harassed 
him and abused her chil¬ 
dren, sajdng Thursday in a 
statement on her website 
that authorities looked into 
his claims but found no 
reason to act. 

The statement said the 
pop singer and her attor¬ 
ney expect Fernando Flo¬ 
res’ sexual harassment and 
intentional infliction of 
emotional distress lawsuit 
to be dismissed. 

“This lawsuit is another 
unfortunate situation 
where someone is tiying to 
take advantage of the 
Spears family and make a 
name for himself,” the 
statement read. “The De¬ 
partment of Children and 
Family Services conducted 
a proper investigation sur¬ 
rounding Mr. Flores’ accu¬ 
sations and have closed the 
case without further ac¬ 
tion.” 

Spears did not say when 
the investigation was con¬ 
ducted and the department 
doesn’t release details of its 
inquiries. 

Flores claimed in his 
lawsuit that Spears repeat¬ 
edly exposed herself to him 
and made other unwanted 
sexual advances. He also 
claimed she used his belt to 
discipline her young sons, 
Sean Preston and Jayden 
James, and acted inappro¬ 
priately in front of them.

plo 5 mient with Spears ap¬ 
peared to be brief — his 
court filings state he start¬ 
ed working for her in Feb- 
ruaiy, and by June he was 
no longer on her security 
detail. 

Flores also sued his for¬ 
mer employer. Advanced 
Security Concepts Corp. A 
woman who answered the 
company’s phone Wednes¬ 


day declined to comment 
and refused to be identi¬ 
fied. 

Flores is seeking unspec¬ 
ified damages. 

Spears’ ex-husband, 
Kevin Federline, has also 
denied through his attor¬ 
ney that any abuse oc¬ 
curred and called Flores’ 
accusations “baseless.” 

Attorney Mark Vincent 


Kaplan told The Associated 
Press on Wednesday that if 
Federline believed the chil¬ 
dren were in danger, he 
would have stepped in al¬ 
ready. 

“He is satisfied that the 
allegations are a product of 
economic motives,” Kaplan 
said. “They are as baseless 
as they seem.

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Officer sues police over Mel Gibson arrest 


The Los Angeles sheriff’s 
deputy who arrested Mel 
Gibson for drunken driving 
in 2006 sued his depart¬ 
ment on Tuesday, claiming 
he has since been ostracized 
and passed over for promo¬ 
tions by the agency. 

Deputy James Mee’s law¬ 
suit seeks unspecified dam¬ 
ages for loss of income and 
benefits, medical expenses 
and for emotional distress 
and mental suffering. 

Mee, who is Jewish, 
claims he was forced by his 
superiors to remove refer¬ 
ences to anti-Semitic slurs 
uttered by the actor-director 
during the arrest. 

Part of that report con¬ 
taining the slurs was leaked 
to the celebrity website 
TMZ.com, which also first 
reported the lawsuit. 


Mee claims he was trans¬ 
ferred after Gibson’s arrest 
and has not been awarded 
promotions to a traffic in¬ 
vestigator or motorcycle 
deputy position because of 
the alleged discrimination. 

The lawsuit claims the 
department violated its 
policies by taking four 
years to investigate the leak 
and that has hurt Mee’s 
ability to be promoted. 

Sheriff’s spokesman 
Steve Whitmore denied the 
allegations. 

“The whole stoiy is not 
being told in this lawsuit 
and we look forward to 
telling it,” Whitmore said. 
“It has nothing to do with 
religious discrimination. 
We categorically deny those 
allegations.” 

Mee was the subject of a 


criminal investigation into 
the leaking of his initial re¬ 
port. 

The Los Angeles district 
attorney’s office declined to 
file charges against the 
deputy. 

Mee joined the sheriff’s 
department in May 1989, 
according to his lawsuit. 

In addition to stating 
that he was forced to alter 
his report on Gibson’s ar¬ 
rest, the lawsuit claims one 
of his sergeants erased a 
videotape taken of Gibson 
in a booking area. 

Mee’s attorney, Etan Z. 
Lorant, said the video was 
taken with a handheld cam¬ 
era and showed Gibson ut¬ 
tering religious slurs. 

The filing claims the 
deputy was discriminated 
against after complaining 


about the taping and being 
forced to change his initial 
report on the arrest. 

Whitmore said none of 
the evidence taken during 
Gibson’s arrest had been 
destroyed. 

Lorant said Mee, 55, 
wants his reputation with 
the department to be re¬ 
stored and he hopes the 
lawsuit will resolve that. 

“He’s done nothing 
wrong,” Lorant said. 

Gibson apologized for 
his anti-Semitic tirade after 
his arrest, sa 5 dng that he 
had battled alcoholism for 
all of his adult life. 

He complied with all the 
terms of the probation giv¬ 
en in the drunken driving 
case, and his conviction 
was expunged last year.

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Colbert celebrates 
returning U.S. troops 

O Comedy Central host celebrates soldiers returning 
from Iraq with special show O Guests include Joe 
Biden and U.S. military commander Gen. Ray Odierno 


A hot dog vending cart was 
wheeled back and forth. 
Cocktail waitresses hur¬ 
ried past with trays full of 
beer. Vice-President Joe 
Biden led New York Yan¬ 
kees great Yogi Berra by 
the arm. 

Such was the bizarre, 
red-white-and-blue circus 
backstage at comedian 
Stephen Colbert’s celebra¬ 
tion of U.S. troops’ return 
from Iraq. 

The Comedy Central 
host pulled out all the 
stops for the first of his 
two-episode special on 
Been There: Won That: 
The Returnification of the 
American-Do Troopscape. 

It was a somewhat rare 
show of exultation to what 


000 troops 
remain in Iraq 
where local forces 
have a tenuous hold 
on security. 

President Barack Obama 
has called the end of com¬ 
bat operations in Iraq. 

On the whole, politics 
were kept out of the show. 
“I’m not going to debate 
this war,” said Colbert, in 
mock pundit character. 
“It’s been seven years. 
Who can remember who 
invaded who?” Instead he 
declared: “Tonight is for 
the troops.” 

The studio audience was 
packed with active troops 
and veterans, whom Col¬ 
bert lavished with hot 


dogs, beer and ice cream. 

Biden played the part of 
hot dog vendor, while Gen. 
Ray Odierno, the outgoing 
U.S. militaiy commander 
in Iraq, donned a toupee of 
Colbert’s hair. 

Colbert opened the 
show atop a tank, which 
rolled down the street out¬ 
side the Manhattan studio, 
while he pretended to 
shoot the letter C on a 
nearby building with the 
tank’s guns. 

He may parody conser¬ 
vatives, but his support of 
the men and women in the 
militaiy is unwavering.

New England Patriots quar¬ 
terback Tom Brady was un¬ 
hurt in a two-vehicle 
accident near his home 
Thursday morning and 
hours later practised as usu¬ 
al with his team just days 
before the season opener. 

He then agreed to a four- 
year extension that would 
make him the NFL’s highest 
paid player, according to a 
person with knowledge of 
the contract.
